OR MAILS 


Rail Passenger Motor 
Coach Made Last Run 
On Line Saturday 


A new schedule of mail arrivals 
and departures was announced ef- 
fective immediately by the postof- 
fice in Placerville on Monday morn- 
ing. 

The schedule change is made ne- 
cessary by the withdrawai of the 
passenger train on the Sacramen- 
to-Placerville branch of the South- 


ern Pacific Company, which was ef- } 


fective Saturday night. 

Mail will arrive in Placerville 
daily except Sunday at 9 a. m. and 
3 pi mM: 

Mail will depart from Placerville 
daily except Sunday at 9:15 a. m. 
and 4:30 p..m. 

The Sunday schedule provides for 
only one arrival, at 9 a. m. and only 
one departure, at 9:30 a. m. 

Postoffice carriers and rural route 
carriers will leave the office at 9:30 
o’clock in the morning on their 
first daily delivery. 

Among a number of passengers 
going to Sacramento Saturday 
morning on the last passenger 
train to leave the community after 
fifty-one years of service, were Mis: 
Lulu Cook and Mrs. Roland Dun- 
kum. 

The “last train to arrive” in the 
county seat carried a number of 
passengers, several of whom had 
gone to El Dorado especially to ride 
into town on the last train. 

Upon arriving in Placerville, the 
train crew received orders to re- 
turn Saturday evening with the 
train to Sacramento, thus setting at 
rest some reports that the coach 
was to be turned over to the county 
historical museum. 

Agent George Yaeger reports that

along the railroad line in the lower 
county by the freight train, operat- 
ing daily except Monday, and that 
express service to the county Seat 
and points between Placerville and 
Sacramento will, in the future, be 
handled exclusively by truck. 

The Placerville office of the rail- 
road will be open at seven o'clock 
in the morning and is to close at 
4 o’clock in the afternoon.

SAN FRANCISCO Public 
Scheol Week this year wil] be ob- 
served beginning Monday, Apri! 
24. according to a proclamation is- 
sued by Leon O. Whitsell, Grand 
Master of Masons of California and 
addressed to the 130,000 members of 
the order in the state. 


The coming celebration marks the 
twentieth annual observance of the 
event. The week was originally es- 
tablished to call public attention to. 
and aid in correcting, a critical con- 
dition in the public schools due to a 
shortage of teaching personnel caus- 
ed by war conditions. Its purpose

For the convenience of those who 
are required by law to file Federal 
Income Tax Returns, a Deputy Col- 
lector of Interna] Revenue will be 
at Raffles Hotel, on February 17th 
and 18th, 1939 to assist taxpayers 
im preparing their returns. No 
charge will be made for this service. 
The matter of filing Income Tax 
Returns should be given immediate 
attention, in order to avoid penalty 
and interests. 

Persons are required to file a re- 
turn if their net income is $1,000 or 
over or if their gross income is $5,- 
000 or over and are single (or mar- 
ried and not living with husband or 
wife) or if married and living with 
husband or wife and their net in- 
come is $2.500 or over or if gross in- 
evme is $5,000 or over.”

Sixty-Mile Gale Sweeps 
Chicago Lakeshore; Snow, 


Extreme Cold Forecast

A blizzard swept northwest across 
Missouri, Illinois and Northern In- 
Diana today, disrupting land and 
air transportation. 

The storm, centered over south- 
ern Illinois, was accompanied by a 
sharp drop in temperatures. Freez- 
ing rains bordered the northern 
and eastern fringes of the storm 
area and extended through Penn- 
sylvania to New Jersey.

Europe Again: 
Has “Jitters” 


Importance In Future On 
Continent Attached To 
Hitler’s Exhortation

The Great powers entered an- 
other fateful week today with 
Adolph Hitler again holding the an- 
swer to whether Europe's fields will 
bear grain or guns in the spring. 

Tonight. on the sixth anniversary 
of the Nazi rise to power, the 
Fuehrer will address the reichstag 
of Greater Germany for the first 
time, giving a worried continent 
and a preview of what the dic- 
tators plan for 1939. (Hitler’s talk 
was heard by radio in the U. 8. 
this afternoon 

Answers to two specific questions 
affecting the broad problem of war 
or peace will be sought in Hitler’s 
words. 


Of greatest immediate concern 
will be an indication of how far 
the military might of Nazi Ger- 
many will be used in support of her 
dictatorial partner—Italy—and in 
furtherance of Fascist imperialism 
at the expense of France and Great 
Britain in the Mediterranean basin. 

Of equal importance will be the 
Nazi Fuehrer’s plans for expanding 
the German end of the Rome-Ber- 
lin axis by demanding restoration 
of the Reich’s pre-war colonial ex- 
pire or even by an adventurous new 
Step eastward toward the oil wells 
and wheat fields of the Ukraine.
